Dui 
as the number of thoroughbreds _ ir- 
creased the price had improved. As the 
district acquired a name for good siock 
buyers were attracted, and the com- 
petition of purchasers improved prices.

All had their good points and 
there was room enough jor all. He | 
specially mentioned a Mr. Cully, who 
had recently imporied a specially good 
bull and heifer.

We had a good climate, | 
we had more abundant pasturage, and 
raised better iurnips and oais” than 
Ontario. These were the foundation 
of stock raising. Of course we could 
pot feed ol cake) and melasse; here, Lut 
were none the worse off on that ac- 
count. A word of advice to stock men. 
Don’t decry one anothers’ siock. There 
should be a generous rivalry, but no 
jealousy. Breeders should be careful 
not to depend too much on pedigrees.

Mr. Bennie, of Castle Avery, Mani- 
toba, who had -rought two cars of 
excellent shorthorns io exhibit, was 
next called on, but excused himself as 
having a ‘ad cojd,—a trowble which 
was not apparent when he was sing- 
ing Auld Lang Syne. 

O. Paimer, of Lacombe, who had ex- 
hibited some fine Herefords, was’ the 
next speaker. It was the height of his 
ambition to encourage a generous riv- 
alry amongst breeders. He had com: | 
from the States to Canadj some two cr 
three years ago and on looking over 
the opportunicies he had decided to go 
into purebred stock. We had the feed 
here to make the animals. Feed was 
better here than in the States, Corn 
which was the staple there was too 
heating. The feed here was better Lo 
apne bone and muscle. Of the four 
neef breeds he placed the white faces 


(Herefords) first. He saw no Here- 
fords at the Caigary, fair of lest year. 
He had brought the start of a herd 
over from Nebraska. The Herefords 


were better rustlers than the Short- 
iiorns, and therefore were betier for 
this country. They would provect 
their calves from epyotes or wolves bei- 
ter than other breeds. And their white 
faces attracted buyers on the market. 

Mr. Sharmin, of Souris, Man., rep- 
resenting the Muauitoba stock associa- 
tion, expressed his pleasure in being at 
the, fair and wished it abundant suc- 
cess. \ 

W. R. Stewert, of MacLeod, president 
of the Territorial Horse Breeders’ as- 
sociation. expressed: his thanks for the 
treatment received and his pleasure in 
being at the fair and banquet. Last 
year he had followed the races to the 
Pacific coast. He and other Terriior- 


ial horse men had been well treated 
there, but never better than at Ed- 
monton. He had noted that the cat- 


tle men expected some day to compete 
in the east. The horse men did not 
talk of what they hoped or expecied, 
but of what they had done. They had 
gone to Ontario and io the States with 
Alberta bred horses and had won, not 
only with race horses but with other 
breed. Mr. Talbot should not say 
‘we hope” he should say “we will.” 
Still there was a great deal to be done 
in the horse business. Ontario 
many more horses than we hava Out 
of 10,006 horses shipped by Canada to 
South Africa we in the west had only 
sold about 1,000. But we will yet ex- 
cel Ontario. Our horses have better 
bone and muscle, and lung power. 
One: of the drivers in the recent races 
remarked that at the end of a_ heat 
the western horses only gave a long 
puff, but the eastern horses gave fif- 
teen or twenty puffs. At the Edmon- 
ton fair were a few of the best horses 
in Canada or the States, (Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, of High River,r was going 
home and thence east to contest for 
prizes there with Hendrie and Seagram. 
He hoped that next year Edmopntan 
would give the biggest race meeting 
west of Winnipeg. He advocated a 
union of western towns, so that = in- 
ducements could be offered that would 
bring all the horses on the circuit. 

Mr. Parslow of Calgary, express- 
ad his appreciation of the welcome ac- 
rorded the visitors, and would try to 
zyome back another year. He was rot 
a breeder but a spert. He was satis- 
fied to.let Mr. Stewart raise horses, 
fo long as he could buy horses to beat 
him, Edmoaton had a great advan- 
tage in being able to secure such large 
gate receipts. In this they were ahead; 
of Calgary. With such gate receipts 
this year he thought it would be pos- 
sible to give a $5,000 meeting next 
year. The start just made by the Ed- 
monton Assoviation was as good = as 
that made by Winnipeg. In all parts 
of the west we were only starting and 
would improve with experience. He 
was well satisfied with this meeting 
and would try again next year.

Duncan Anderson, of Oro, Ontario, 
and judge o* catile, said that this was 
his second trip to Edmonton. He had 
been here in March last and had been 
surprised at the mild weather then 
prevailing. The idea of single judges 
was a new one, and was adopted be- 
cause Mr. Hodgins, Dominion live 
-tock commissioner, had come to the 
conelusion that we were not getting 
value for the money which exhibitions 
were costing. Under the old sysiem of 
three judges, there must always 
compromises, and compromises were 
never satisfactory. Vor his part _ he 
preferrred to take the full responsibil- 

Turning to the 
general question he thought there was 
a danger of being too sectional. Can- 
adi was a large country, and contained 
a great varietv of resources, but of 
all those resources the agricultural 
were the most important. When visit- 
ing Edmonton last winter and seeing 
the vast extent of fertile land ready for 
the plow, he thought of his own experi- 
ences in clearing up an Ontario farm. 
His conclusion was that it had cost him 
the 25 best years of his life to get 
where the setiler. here could be in his 
first or second year. Speaking of the 
increase of agriculture, he said that 
Canada had exported 241-2 millon 
dollars worth of farm products in 
1890, and in 1900 she had experted | 
721-2 million. He predicted that in 
1910 she would be exporting 150 to 
200 millions. Times were now gcod 
throughout Canada and the world. But 
times would change, and be dull. He 
said, Look behind the desk or the coua- 
ter and you will find very few grey 
haired men. When dull times come 
and expenses have to be cut down, 
vim and 
energy—the young men—will be re- 
tained; The old men will have to ga 
Then it will be well for the man who 
in east or west has a farm of his own 
and depends on no one. No calling re- 
quires more intelligence than farming. 
He thad been delighted at his visit to 
Edmonton. He had seen seven or 
eight young Shorthorn bulls as fine as 
could pe seen anywhere. Looking at 
the mighty Saskatchewan he thought 
of the many millions who would yet 
make their home on its banks. He 
knew of ro place where he would like 
to farm better than around the town 
of Edmonton. Alberta and _ particu- 
larly North Alberta used to be thought 
far from market. But British Colum- 
bia imports annually vast quantities of 
butter, eggs, pork, mutton and beef, 
and North Alberta was the nearest dis- 
trict producing all these articles for 
export. Last winter Edmonton oats 
were sent to Africa and this year there 
is a prospect of them going to Aus- 
tralia. Edmonton was nearer a mar- 
ket than eastern people supposed. 

Mr. Manuels sang “True, True, Till 
Death.” 

F. F. Tims, secretary of the associa- 
tion proposed the health of F. Oliver, 
M. P., and Mayor Short. 

Mr. Oliver remarked on the progress 
of agricuiture in the district as evi- 
denced by the fair just closed. The 
progress was due not to any change of 
natural conditions, which were as good 
twenty or fifty years ago as now; but 
to the application of industry and in- 
telligent enterprise. There was a 
danger of people becoming too section- 
al and we of Edmonton had been in 
that very danger. The less we knew 
the more we thought we knew it all. 


The more we learned the better we 
knew that there was still lets’ to 
learn. The fair had done good work 
im bringing outside competition so 


that we could see wherein we fell short 
of others and so learned wherein we 
must improve. The bringing in of out- 
side judges was also 2 good thing, 
These men judged what they saw here 
by the standards established else- 
where. Their opinions were valuable, 
because they had had special agpportun- 
ities of forming those opinions. Their 
opinions expressed in their decisions 
were valuable, and not less so the in- 
formation which they: had given as 
occasion offered. That we were able 
to make so good a showing in the face 
of such critical judgment was some- 
thiog to be proud of, and an incentive 
to furtner efforts towards improved 
agricultural methods. ¢ 
Mayor Short welcomed the visitors 
to Edmonton, We have a good opinion 
of ourselves, but he thought if we 
reached the standard set by the cattle 
breeders of the county of Wellington, 


had | Ontario, we would be doing very well. 


He was pleased to know that our visi- 
tors were so favorably impressed with 
Edmonton, but advised them to come 
back in a few years and they would 
see a city second only to Winnipeg. 

D. Ross responded to the toast of his 
health, with a few remarks concern- 
ing his arrival and early enterprises in 
the district and concluded with an 
original recitation in which he des- 
cribes the cooking of pemmican.

He announc- 
ed that there would be a matched race 
on August 5th on the association track, 
between Wood Lawn and Bay Nelson 
for $500 a side.. 3 

The president, Mr. Gallagher, being 
called on spoke briefly. He was pleas- 
ed at the success of the fair and 
thanked the officers and directors who 
had worked so hard for that success.

SCARLET FEVER IN CALGARY. 


Albertan; Before beginning his ser- 
mon at the; Church of the Redeemer 
last night the very Rev. Dx. Paget tobk 
occasion to refer to the tax quarantine 
system in the city. He spoke of the 
prevalence of scarlet fever and the 
difficulty in sti uuping it out. To 
stamp it out would be impossible unt 
less the houses were properly placard 
pedi This was not being done. There 
were many places in the city where the 
children had scarlet fever and were 
von peared on the streets.
